school boy again the past two days and 
had learned much. 
He said that thoro

Prof. Shaw said that in all travels 
about the state of Minnesota he never 
made a trip which did not raise his 
estimation of the capabilities of Minne­ 
sota as an agricultural state ami that 
ho never made a trip which raised that 
estimate more than had R e p r e se n t one. 
The capacities of th’* soil of the hard­ 
wood lands were almost unlimited for 
the racing of clover and grasses he 
says. 
Ho stated that heretofore he had 
a wrong conception of the capabilities 
of tho jackjpine land. 
He had believed 
that it had practically little capabili­ 
ties in tho way of raising crops, but was 
compelled to change that opinion as ho 
had seen evidences of what it would do 
and much of the jack pine land had a 
sufficient amount of clay to make it 
productive. 
Ho believed with 
intelli­ 
gent culture it was a safe proposition 
for any farmer to undertake to make 
a living on tho average jack pine land. 
lf sufficient vegetable matter was kept 
in the soil to hold moisture it would 
raise tine crops. 
In speaking of tho swamps he said 
that whilo he would not go to the length 
of some and say th at thoro was no peat 
in Minnesota, he would say that there 
was very little compared to the swamp 
lands. 
The swamps ar* mostly under­ 
laid with muck, instead of peat, and if 
properly drained their fertility would 
be unlimited. 
They would grow an 
average of 150 bushels of potatoes of 
two tons of hay per acre and do it for 
25 or 50 years without further fertiliza­ 
tion. 
The land would raise 500 to 1,000 
bushels of turnips or other root crops 
per acre and two acres would produce 
250 pounds of beef a season or support 
a cow that would produce 2,000 pounds 
of milk. 
The state he said in conclu­ 
sion could not afford to lot tho country 
remain undevolped while the sons of 
the Minnesota farms and the daughters 
of Minnesota homes 
wero going to 
Canada and elsewhere for farms. 
Not 
only could the state not afford to neg­ 
lect to make this land productive by 
drainage, but it would be a crime to do 
so. 
Professor Shaw was followed by Hon. 
C. J. Gunderson, of Alexandria, who 
opened by stating that it was an old
